Rich Creek Bottom Soil. 

It is an advantage if a good crop yields returns year after year without the 
labor and expense of reseeding. Alfalfa is a long-lived perennial, and after be- 
coming rooted will stand for two decades. It belongs to the leguminous family, 
as do clovers, cow-peas, soy beans and vetches, drawing its substance of nitro- 
1 gen from the atmosphere and enriching the fertility of the soil/ Land well set 
in Alfalfa will pasture 20 head of 125 -pound hogs per acre. The length of the 
season during which pasture is furnished varies owing to localities, but extends 
from April to November in this latitude. One cause of failure with Alfalfa is 
heavy pasturing regardless of whether the ground is muddy or the season is dry 
and hot. Ordinarity Alfalfa should not be pastured until the second year if it is 
desired to keep the field as permanent pasture. It requires a full year to get it well established. The 
value of pastures is based at $10.40 per each hog pastured with hogs selling at 10 cents per pound, mak- 
ing an income of $75 to $100 per acre from Alfalfa fields. The above estimate from Bulletin 84, ex- 
periment on basis of 35-cent corn/showing the relative difference in feeding corn and Alfalfa and 
showing a gain of $5’20 per head in favor of Alfalfa.

No farmer should be without a small field of 
Orchard Grass as in many respects it is superior 
to all other grasses. It stands the drouth, grows 
well in the shade, does well in wet or poor ground 
and is splendid to prevent worn out fields from 
washing.

It will endure as 
much drouth as alfalfa. 

Sweet Clover is grown for bees, for hay, for green forage, but its greatest im- 
portance is in its value as a pasture plant and as a fertilizer. It is a biennial le- 
guminous plant of tall, shrub-like growth, somewhat like a coarse alfalfa, growing 8 
to 10 feet high. Its blossoms, which rarely appear until the second year, are white 
and give a strong smell of honey, quite perceptible some distance away. If not al- 
lowed to reseed, it will die out the second year. 

A forerunner of Alfalfa is Sweet Clover often called, and correctly so, as a crop 
of it if plowed under in fall will greatly enrich the soil arid inoculate it with bacteria 
and will leave the land in splendid condition for a good crop of alfalfa. 

White Biennial (Melilotus Alba, or Bokhara) The white-flowered variety fre- 
vViiiLG xjit a.L q U ently seen growing wild along the roadsides. Many farmers 
are using it as a pasture Clover, claiming it to be equal to alfalfa and superior to 
common Red Clover for this purpose. In growing it for hay, it is cut when about 18 
inches to 2 feet high and before it begins to branch heavily. If the mower bar is set 
about 6 inches above the ground it will cut above the first branches and the Clover 
produces a good second crop. If cut too close to the ground, the plants are not likely 
to survive the first cutting.

SUDAN GRASS 

Sudan is probably the wild original form of the cultivated Sorghums. It is a tall 
annual gi-ass, growing under favox-able conditions to a height of 6 to 10 fee, but when 
broadcasted thickly it grows only 3 to 5 feet high. The stems are fine, the largest 
stalks seldom larger thah a lead. pencil. When the plants are scattered, they stool 
abundantly, as many as 100 stalks coming from a single root. In general appearance, 
Sudan Grass is very much like Johnson Grass, but they are entirely distinct, for Su- 
dan Grass lacks root stocks and, therefore, never becomes troublesonme as a weed. 
The grass cures easily, making hay of excellent quality, which is readily eaten by all 
kinds of live stock. It has been grown with marked success throughout the semi-arid 
regions maturing seed even in South Dakota. It grows equally well through the humid 
regions, and from Maryland southward will ordinarily yield two cuttings of hay in a 
season. It is considerably earlier than the earliest Amber Sorghum and will prob- 
ably mature as far north as the Canadian line. Write for prices. 

Growing the Crop— It may be grown either drilled, in cultivated rows, or broad- 
cast. If planted in cultivated rows, the rows should be as close as possible, and 
ye permit of easy cultivation. In 30-inch rows, 2 to 3 Lbs. of seed per acre is ample; 
and, under conditions of very low rainfall, this method is recommended. Under humid 
conditions, 18-inch rows are preferable and 5 Lbs. of seed per acre are sufficient. For 
drilling or broadcasting, 15 to 25 Lbs. of seed per acre, depending on rainfall, should 
be used. The seed should not be sown until the ground is warm; that is, about the 
time for planting corn. The young plants will withstand slight frost without injury.

When the plants have formed 
the first pair of rough leaves, they should be thinned so as to leave two or three of the* 
strongest and best to each hill. Frequent spraying of the plants with our Insecticides will 
hasten the growth, thus diminishing the danger from insect pests.
